Subject. — Import of Fresh fruits all sorts, excluding coconuts, coshewnuts and 
dates LS. No. 21(a)(.i)/IV]. 

No. 118-ITC(PN)/70. —It has been decided to allow import of Fresh fruits of 
Afghan origin, mentioned in ^hedule ‘A’ of this Public Notice, to “approved 
importers’’ under C. C. P, procedure within a "quantitative celling”. The policy 
for Import of dry fruits, asafoetlda. cumin seeds and medicinal herbs I3 likely 
to be announced later. 

2. Import of fresh fruits by the "approved importers” will have to be counter¬ 
balanced by exports of goods in Schedule ‘B’ to this Public Notice, as Indicated 
In paragraph 20 below- 

3- Definition of Approved Importers. —The Approved Importers are those: 

(i) who have participated in the Indo-Afghan Trade in those commodities 
during the four years ending 30th June, 1956 and are already 
registered as such; and 

(11) The Royal Afghan Government’s nominee llrms registered as “approved 
importers”.

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4. No CCP to deregistered firms. —^No Customs Clearance Permit (C.C.P.l'^ill*^ 
be issued to those “Approved Importers” whose names have been de-registered. 

5. Documents to be furnished with applications for CCPs- —^Approved Importers 
should apply for C.C.Ps for fresh fruits In the prescribed form and manner, 
indicating inter-alia the c.i.f. value of goods, accompanied by the following 
documents;— 

(a) Valid Transit Certificates (five copies) together with Invoices and 

Treasury Receipts. In the case of grapes, exporter’s telegrams to the 
concerned Importer will be accepted- The telegram should bear the 
number and date of the Transit Certiflcarte as also weight in Kilo¬ 
grams and the c-i.f. value of the goods. The relevant Transit Certi¬ 
ficates should be produced to the Customs authorities concerned. 

(b) An undertaking on a Stamp Paper to the ellect that they will export 

any or all commodities mentioned in Schedule ‘B’ to this Public 
Notice to counter balance Imports In the prescribed rartio as mentioned 
in para 6 by 31st of July, 1971 and shall abide by the decision that 
the Government may take in regard to the enhancement! of the 
percentage of exports of non-lraditional items. 

6. Ratio of exports of tradltloital and non-tradltlonal Items iu respect of counter- 
exports. —Of the Items detailed in Schedule ‘B’ to this Public Notice, Tea, Textiles, 
Spices, Coir and Coir Products are treated as traditional items of exports to 
Afghanistan and the remaining ones as non-traditlonal items. It may be mentioned 
for the Information of the trade that not less than 15 per cent of counter exports 
to be made to Afghanistan by approved importer in payment for Imports from 
Afghanistan as mentioned in paira 20 below, shall be by way of export to Afgha- 
nistan of non-tradltlonal Items listed In Schedule ‘B’ t.e. Items other than tea 
textiles, spices, coir and coir products. The remaining 85 per cent can be utilized 
for the purchase and export to Afghanistan of any items listed In Schedule ‘B’, 
including Tea, Textiles, Spices, Coir and Coir Products. 

7. If the Government decides, at a later stage, to raise the percentage of exports 
of non-traditional Items to Afghanistan, the Importer shall arrange exports of 
non-tradltional items according to the ratio so revised. 

8 . Specimen of Transit Certificate. —The documents furnished along with the 
applications should be complete In all respects which will maxe for prompt issue 
of CCPs. All the five copies of the Transit Certificates should bear the Seal and 
Signature of the Afghan Custom Authorities. A specimen of the pi escribed form 
of the Transit Certificate issued by the Afghan Customs Authorities, is attached 
In Annexure II. They will bear, inter-alia, the name of the exporter, the name 
of the Iniportei, description of commodity and weight in Kilograms. 

9. Distinctive marks on the Transit Certificates.—In serializing the Transit 
Certlflcaites, the Royal Afghan Government will allocate groups of serial numbers 
to different customs Control points and would also see that no number in a series 
Is repeated. Further there will be distinctive letters, such as ‘K’ (Kabul), ‘Q’ 
(Qandnhar) and ‘N’ (Nangharhar), to denote the location of the concerned 
authority of the Ministry of Commerce of the Royal Afghan Government issuing 
the transit certlflcaftes, and also the letters ‘B’ (Jt. Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, New C.G-O. Building, New Marine Lines, Churchgate, Bombay), 
‘D’ [Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, (Central IJccnsing Area) 
Indrnprastha Estate New Delhi, and ‘A’ (Controller of Imports and Exports, 
The Mall, Amritsar], to denote the concerned licensing authority in India. In 
order that the Trattislt Certificates for grapes are not unduly delayed with the 
exporters, the approved importers should ensure that their corresponding exporters 
send a telegram to them on the very day the Transit Certificate Is actually Issued, 
Informing the former of the particulars thereof Including its number, date, weight 
of grapes in Kilograms and value. 

10. Transit Certificates and their validity. —The Transit Cerllflcateo will Indicate 
the period of validity, which will be five days for fresh fruits. The validity of 
Transit Certificates Is decided with reference to the date pf actual Issue and not 
the date of arrival of the goods at the Indian Customs borders. The goods must 
be cleared from the Afghan Customs Borders within the validitj' period of the 
Transit Certificates. The evidence of transit having taken place during the validity 
period of the Transit Certificate, should be produced to the Customs ffathorities, 
or else the goods will not be allowed clearance. 
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j U. Procedure for Issue of CCPs for fresh fruits. —C.C-Ps will be issued (In 
•dupncato) to eligible approved Importers upto the quantity covered by valid 
transit certllicates, issued by the Afghan Custom authorities to the following 
categories of approved Importers: — 

(1) who have fulfilled their export obligation In full by the Hist of July, 
1970 in the prescribed ratio of 85 per cent : 15 per cent, as between 
traditional and non-tradilionnl items and are in a position to produce 
documentary evidence/or R.BJ.’s certificate In proof thereof; 

(ii) who claim to have fulfilled their export obligation in full in the pres¬ 
cribed ratio as indicated in item (i) above by the yist of July, 1970 
but are not in a position to produce proof thereof straight away- An 
undertaking should be taken from the aforesaid parties to the effect 
that documentary evidence/or R-B-I-’s certificate will be produced 
within one month from the dale of Issue of CCPs, falling which 
action will he taken under the ITC rules and regulations. This 
condition will be endorsed on the C.C.Ps. 

(Hi) who have fulfilled, by 31st July, 1970, their export obligEdlon upto 
75 per cent in the prescribed ratio, (l.e. exports of at least 15 per cent 
of 75 per cent of non-tradltional items have been effected). To such 
parties, the licensing authorities concerned will issue a show cause 
notice calling upon them to explain as to why issue of further CCP 
should not he withheld, In view of their failure to balance off their 
imports in terms of para 20 of Public Notice No. 1.38-ITC(PN)/69 
dated 23rd Augu.st, 1969 and that why action should not be taken 
against them under the ITC rules and regulations. In the case of 
their failure to produce evidence showing fulfilment of their export 
obligation In full and in the prescribed ratio, by 30th September, 
1970, no further CCPs should be ls.sued to them and penal action as 
envisaged in the ITC rules and regulations will be taken against them. 
No CCPs would be issued to the defaoilters whose export perfoi’manee 
falls below 75 per cent on 31.st July, 1970 and imports. If any effected 
by them, will be treated as unauthorised, 

12. Stage of reckoning of export performance against current Imports.—There 

will be no reckoning, at every stage, of exports made bv the concerned importer for 
Issue of CCPs. However, stock-taking in regard to fulfilment of export obligation 
In the prescribed ratio against the current Imports will stw.t at the end of the 
8th month i.e. 31st March, 1971. Each approved Importer should furnish lo the 
licensing authority affidavits to the effect that his export obligation against current 
Imports has been fulfilled as follow's;

JV.B.—It may be noted that if Government decides, at a later stage, to raise the 
percentage of exports of non-tradltional Items to Afghani.stan, it will be obligatory 
for the irr,porters to arrange exports of non-traditionai items according to the 
ratio so revised. 

No CCPs will be issued to the approved importers after the 8th month whoso 
Export performance Is less than the percentages fixed above. 
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13, Peualty for non-fulfllment of export obllitation.—As imports of fresh ^uli^ 
mentioned in Schedule ‘A’ to this Public Notice, are to be balanced by et^orta 
or goods In Schedule ‘S' in the £rescribed ratio, as between traditional and non- 
traditional Items (vide para 6) subject to changes to be ellected later on (vide 
para 7), it Is obligatory for each Individual importer to discharge his exjport 
obligation In full by the end of the current Trade Arrangement period i.e. by the 
31st of JiiJly, 1971. Should the Importer fail to complete his export obligation 
■within the stipulated date, he is liable to be de registered from the list of approved 
importers lor such period as the licensing authority deems fit, ■without prejudice 
to any other action that may be taken against him under the Import and Export 
Control Act and rules and regulations. A condition to this effect will be imposed 
on each CCP. 


14. VaUdlty of CCPs.—The CCP will be valid for 7 days from the date of 
Issue of the relevant transit certlllcate/s covering the fresh fruits in question. 


15. Procedure for operating CCPs and Transit Certificates—The CCPs will 
Indicate, inter-alia, the weight number, date of the Transit Certificate, as well as 
the c l.f. value of the goods- Conversely, the number and date and other parti¬ 
culars of CCPt should also be shown on the relevant Transit Certificates. In tha 
case of gra^pes, the particulars are to be filled In from the telegram. 


10 . When delivering the CCP (in duplicate) to the importer for fresh fruits, 
other than grapes, the appropriate licensing authority will return all the five copies 
of the Transit Certificates to the importer for presentation to the Customs autho¬ 
rities- In the case of grapes, however, as the CCPs are is.sued on the basis of 
telegram. Transit Certificates, along with the CCPs, are to be produced to the- 
Customs authorities concerned. The Customs Authorities will, while clearing the 
consignment, check and verify the physical correctness of the particulars of the 
consignment (I.e. name of exporter/Importer, description of goods, weight and 
other partlculairs) as given in the CCP and the Transit Certificates, In the event 
of any difference, whether In name, description, or weight, as assessed by the 
Customs authorities, the copies of the CCP and Transit Certificates will be endorsed' 
accordingly by the Customs authority. Where there Is a variation in weight 
mentioned in the CCP/TransIt Certificate and the goods actually received, the 
Customs authorities will allow clearance of the same withoul insisting on a prior 
amendment in the CCP by the licensing authority concerned, provided the variation 
does not exceed 5 per cent and advise the concerned licensing authority accord¬ 
ingly. This will be subject to the overall ceilings fixed for each Item of fresh 
fruits. In Ihe event of excess being over 5 per cent In weiynt, mentioned In the 
Transit Certificate and the CCP. it will be obligatory on the part of the importers 
to get their CCPs amended on the basis of the revised/additional Transit Certifi¬ 
cate. If the Importer concerned fails to get hl.s CCPs amended, his imports win 
be treated as unauthorised and action will be taken against him under the Cus- 
tlms/ITC rules. 


17. Distribution of CCPs,—The Customs authorities will send the Customs 
purposes copj of CCP to the concerned licensing authority direct and the second 
copy will, as at present, he handed back to the Importer to be furnished to the 
Reserve Bank of India, duly stamped and signed. 


IS. Distribution of Transit Certificates.—As regards the distribution of the 
Transit Certificates, one copy wlU be retained by the Customs, the second copy 
fotwarcit^d to the Resorvo Bank of India, the third ard the fourth copy to the 
Office of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi for onward 
transmission to the Royal Afghan Government and Indian Embassy In Kabiff. 
The fifth copy Is to be forwarded by the Customs to the licensing authority 
concern ed. 


19. Recording of the value of the goods cleared.—The value of the gonrls, flowed 
clearance as asse.^sod by the Customs, should be recorded by them on the Transi 
Certificates and CCP.s befo^'e distribution. This information is essential for f'emr- 
mlnlng counter-exports to be made from India to Afghanistan for balancing of the 
trade. 
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20. Method of valuatioM for counter-exports to Afghanistan.—The following will 
be the method of vaaiation of Afghan goods lor determining the value of counter¬ 
exports to be made from India to Afghanistan during the current) Trade Arrange- 
snent period: — 

(i) Afghan goods, whether imported on outright purchase or on consignment 

basis, should be valued on the basis of invoices accepted by Indian 
Customs or where no invoices exist, on, the basis of the Indian Customs 
assessed value, as defined in Section 14 of the Indian Customs Act, 
1962 (Act 52 of 1962); 

(ii) wih regard to imports effected as outright purchase, the value cf counter¬ 

exports should be equal to the value of imports as determined in the 
manner indicated in (i) above. 

(iii) To the extent Imports take place on consignment basis, the sale proceeds 

of such goods after deducting all expen.ses, duties, and taxes v^fid be 
allowed to be repatriated in the form of goods covered by Schedule B 
to Annexure I. 


21, Manner of Payment.—Payments in respect of fresh fruits under this arrange¬ 
ment will be made, in accordance with the E.P procedures prescribed by the Reserve 
.Bank of India. Payments for exports to Afghanistan for Indian Goods mentioned 
in Schedule ‘C’ shall be made by establishing letters of credit in transferable U.S. 
dollars or pound sterling.
